Drawings 

The drawings are objected to because many of the boxes in figures 1,2,4,9 are 
not properly labeled. Reference numerals alone are insufficient. Corrected drawing 
sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d).

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Claim Objections 

Claims 4-9 are objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 4, it is 
unclear as to how one creates data to be used for constructing a tomogram based on u a 
signal" It appears that a plurality of signals would be required to create data to be used 
to construct a tomogram. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 4-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. The claims are directed to non-statutory 
subject matter in that a tomogram is not positively set forth as being created. Therefore, 
the claims do not result in a physical transformation nor do they provide a tangible 
result. 

Claim Rejections -35 USC §112 
Claims 4-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
incomplete for omitting essential steps, such omission amounting to a gap between the 
steps. See MPEP § 2172.01 . The omitted steps are: a step of creating a first, second 
and functional tomogram from the tomogram data created. The preamble of the claims 
is directed to a tomogram creating method, however, the claims fail to positively set 
forth that a tomogram is actually created. 



Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed March 3, 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Regarding the objection to the drawings, applicant's attention is 
invited to MPEP 608.02(b) and 37 CFR 1.83. Reference is made to a requirement to 
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the understanding of the invention for rectangular boxes in the drawings to be provided 
with descriptive text labels.
